Judge Roan 
denied the motion and the Georgia Su- 
Preme Court affirmed his action Feb- 
ruary 17, 1814. A motion for rehear- 
ing of the appeal Was denied by the 
State Supreme Court two weeks later. 

An extraordinary motion for a new 
trial and & Motion to set aside the 
verdict were filed simultaneously in 
Superior Court April 16, 1914. Among 
the grounds alleged in the motion for 
a new trial was that of newly-discov- 
ered evidence. The motion to set aside 
the verdict was based on the ground 
that Frank's constitutional rights had 

Violated by the trial court. His 
att ys alleged that Frank had not 

given a fair trial because of the 
“spirit of mob violence that pervaded 
the courtroom and also that his con- 
stitutional rights had been violated be- 
cavuee Frank and his attorneys had 
been absent from the courtroem. with- 
out Prank’s consent. when the verdict 
was returned. This absence, it was 
claimed, was at the request of the pre- 
siding judge whe was quoted as say- 
ing he feared mob violence nat 
Frank and hie lawyers if « t of 
acquittal were returned. 

The extraordinary motion for a new 
trial was denied by the Superior Court 
May 6, and the decision was affirmed 
by the State Supreme Court October 
14. The Superior Court on June 64. 
1914, dismniased the motion to set aside 
the verdict on constitutional grounds, 
by sustaining the State's demurrer to 
the motion. The Supreme Court af- 
firmed this action November 14, 1614, 
and six days afterward the Supreme 
Court fefused to certify a writ of er- 
ror to the United States Supreme 
Court. 

To review that action. application 
was made first to Justice Lamar, then 
to Justice Holmer and finally to the 
entire Supreme Court of the United 
States, for a writ ° errer. All held 
that the decision .( the Georgia Su- 
preme Court could not be reviewed 
becatee ite action wae based on 
grounds of procedure, namely, that 
the plea for s@tting aside the verdict 
should have been advanced at the 
made. 

Application Was made December 19 
to Judge Newman of the Federal Dis- 
trict Court fer Northern Georgia. for 
a writ of habeas corpus, alleging 
that Frank had been convicted with- 
out due process of law; that the trial 
court had lost jurisdiction him 
during the trial because it was “dom- 
inated by a mob hostile to the pris- 
oner,” and that Frank had been ab- 
sent from the courtroom when the 
verdict was returned. Two daye later 
Judge Newman refused the writ of 
habeas corpus holding that to grant 
it would mean that a Federal court 
should review the action of the State 
courts In a manner not warranted by 
the law of the country, and that, too, 
after the Supreme Court of the United 
States had decided no Federal question 
remained for consideration ta the case. 
Judge Newman refused to a 
certificate of “probable cause’ for ap- 
peal to the Bupreme Court, but it was 
issued by Justice Lamar December 28, 
and the case came to the Supreme 
Caurt for review of Judge Newman's 
action, argument being made last Feb- 
ruary.

No Rights Denied the Man in 
Course of His Trial.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—The 
preme Court held that the State of 
Georgia had denied Leo M. Frank no 
right bnder the Federal Constitution 
in sentencing him te death for the 
murder of Mary Phagan, an Atlanta 
factory girl. 


The court affirmed the action of the |»), 


United States District Court for North- 
ern Georgia refusing to release Frank 
on a writ of habeas corpus, Justice 
Pitney announcing the opinion. Jus- 
Holmes . delivered a dissenting 
opieien. in which Justice Hughes con- 
cu 


This decision, it is believed here, ex- 
hausts all means of fighting in the 
courts to save Frank's life. His attor- 
neya will have, however, thirty days 
in which to file an application for 4 
rehearing. At the end of that time the 
court’s mandate will lasue and appar- 
ently the possibility of a par- 
don will between the prisoner and 


eath. 
The habeas corpus proceedings rest- 
ed on the claim that the trie! court 
had iost jurisdiction over the prisoner 
by reason of “mob domination” 4dur- 
ing the trial, and by Frank's involun- 
tary absence at the time the verdict 
was rendered. It was claimed this 
denied him “due process” a8 guaran- 
teed by the Federa! Constitution. 

The majority of the court held that 
the findings of Supreme Court 


of Georgia that the alleged “mob 


é6omination” amounted to nothing more 
tha 


n irregularities, not prejudicial to 
Frank, should not be disturbed upon 
the mere assertion of the prisoner that 
the facts were otherwise than as 
found. This was so, sald the court, es- 
pecially as the prisoner withheld from 
the court affidavits he had presented to 
the State courts on the subject of dis- 
order duria® the trial. 

Justice Holmes in his dissenting 
opinion declared that loss of jurisdic- 
tion by the trial court could not be 
restored by any decision by a higher 
ceurt, and declined to accept the find- 
ings of the Georgia Supreme Court 
as conclusive. He said if the allegations 
in Frank's petition for habeas corpus 
were true and the facts were before 
the Georgia Supreme Court, that court 
sanctioned a situation upon which the 
Federal courts should act. If the facts 
were not before the State Supreme 
Court, he added, it was the duty of the 
Federal Court to declare Lynch law as 
iHitle valid “when practiced by a reg- 
ularly drawn jury as when adminis- 
tered by one elected by a mob intent on 
death.”

Mur- 
phy leaned against the kitchen door, 
crying hysterically. 

LAST STATEMENT. 


Mr. Lane teaped the fence and 
picked Mr. Murphy up. The man was 
fatally wounded. He was muttering. 

According to 6 statement made by 
Mr. Lane to the county officers, Mr. 
Murphy accused his wife of having 
shot him. When other neighbors ap- 
peared Mr. Murphy made other ram- 
bling stalementa. 

Dr. D. W. Hunt. who lives a few 
doors from the Murphys, was hur- 
riedly called. The wounded man was 
dying rapidly when the physician ar- 
rived. A hurried examination dis- 
closed a few powder marks on Mr. 
Murphy's chest. He was shot in the 
abdomen. Both hands were shattered, 
as if he 
an impending biow. 

“It is barely possible the wounds 
were self-inflicted.” Dr. Hunt said 
last night. “But it seems to me the 
shotgun exploded at some distance 
from the man.” 

When taken into custody Mrs. Mur- 
phy broke down. “I didn’t do it,” she 
sobbed over and over again. 

“We were sitting in the parior of 
our little home. We were so happy. 
Then Will heard a cat scream out in 
back. That cat had been bothering 
us for some time. Will decided he 
would kill the cat right then. It was 
a big white cat. 

“MUST HAVE GONE CRAZY.” 

“Will took the gun and loaded it. 
{ went out behind him. He walked 
toward the back of the yard, dragging 
the gun. The gun slipped out of his 
hand, and as he turned to get it, it 
exploded. I don’t know anything else 
after that. When 1 saw my boy ly- 
ina there I must have gone crazy.” 

When the case was placed before 
the District Attorney's office Detective 
Margolis was assigned to investigate. 
He took the statement of the Rev. Mr. 
lane as Mr. Murphy's dying re- 
mark. The fact shewing the position 
of the gun differed from Mra. Mur- 
phy’s story in relation to Mr. Mur- 
ohv’s body, and the wounding of Mr 
Murphy's two hands were deemed suf-

MORE EFFECTIVE 


SPEAKER WILD OUTLINE PLANS 
FOR COMING WINTER. 


To vitally interest the average citi- 
sen in the efforts of the Municipal 
Charities Commission to accomplish 
the greatest possibie good with the 
least posajble cash outlay, Dr. Milbank 
Johneon will deliver this evening at 
Bianchard Hal! an illustrated lecture 
on what has been done and what the 


ireorganigzation of the work may accom- 


plish the coming fall and winter. 

An expert survey of the situation 
has been made and the needs of the 
Organization have been carefully de- 
tailed so the future endeavors of the 
commission will reach every nook and 
corner of the city and ¢o-operation of 
all social bodies will be secured. The 
principal objects now sought are the 
establishment of a correction bureau, 
an industria! relation bureau and an 
industrial bureau. 

“Through the correction bureau we 
propose to assist the firet offenders, 
largely offenders because of need,” 
sald Dr. Johnson. “The second bureau 
will endeavor to reduce court expenses 
by keeping many minor family squab- 
bles, arising largely through poverty or 
want, away from the law. The indus. 
trial Bureau will seek the establish- 
ment of junk shops, paper milis, stone 
quarries and similar things in order to 
give employment to those who can find 
no pee in regular work channels for 
a time.” 

According to Dr. Johnson, the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of these ad- 
ditional departments, as contemplated 
for the ensuing year, will cost only 
$2500 more than ‘last year. Much of 
the Work will be dene by representa- 
tives of various charitable ofrganiza- 
tions and institutions and by those in- 
terested in practical philanthropy. 
This matter will be dwelt on to some 
extent, but most interesting will be 
the stereopticon views showing the 
work of the employment bureau in its 
various departments; the accomplish- 


ments of the sewing-room and 


particulariyq the amount of work 
done at Griffith Park by the 
unemploved camped there the 
past winter.

ATTORNEYS CLASH. 

Assistant United States District At- 
torney Gallaher argued that in cases 
of treason defendants were allowed a 
list of the witnesses three days before 
being required to enter upon their 
trial; and where a capital offense was 
charged but two days were allowed.
